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WEST UNAFRAID 

The following is the impression of the Stratford Bea¬ 
con, on the attitude of the West: 

“Outside of admitting that it will be interesting to fol¬ 
low, the press has little comment to make on the ‘wheat 
strike’ which has been inaugurated in some of the West¬ 
ern States, where thousands of growers are reported to 
have agreed to hold their wheat until they can obtain one 
dollar a bushel for it. Summed up very concisely, the at¬ 
titude of the Canadian press seems to be that the Ameri¬ 
can growers should reflect on the experience of the Cana¬ 
dian wheat pool. 

"The American wheat farmer cannot be blamed for not 
wanting to sell his wheat at under-cost prices, but wis¬ 
dom of holding out for a dollar a bushel, under present 
circumstances, may nofc^e wholly sound. Huge stocks of 
wheat are still in storage and bumper crops are coming 
along this year. 

“Better by far than than the plan of the American grow 
era, says the Reginan, official organ of the Regina Board 
of Trade, is the spirit of the farmers on the Canadian 
prairies, who are cheerfully going about the business of 
preparing for a good harvest, determined to make the best 
of current market conditions. 

“Eastern business men and manufacturers who have 
been through the West during the past few months have 
returned with the same story—that the people in Western 
Canada are the most optimistic in the Dominion. They 
have confidence in what the future holds in store. A state¬ 
ment on the wheat situation, made by such an organ as 
the Reginan which is published in the centre of danada's 
wheat-growing belt, is' most encouraging to read. The 
West is not afraid.’’ 

EDUCATION VALUE 

“These are perplexing times for parents whose child¬ 
ren wave arrived at that age when they must make decis¬ 
ion that will influence their careers and determine to a 
large extent what road they will travel through life. We 
have passed through a decade when higher education was 
sought by all and sundry, and when the fruits of learning 
seemed to be more or less commensurate with the expense 
and time involved. Now there is a deadly lull and those 
graduating from colleges and universities this year have 
had extreme difficulty in securing employment of any 
kind The situation is one that one might well stop and 
consider whether money spent on a college or university 
education is, after all, a good investment. There are two 
determining factors—lack of funds and doubt whether the 
white-collar job is after all worth what it costs. Reason¬ 
able and sound as these considerations may be, they are 
not as important as the ambitions of youth or the secret 
desires of parents for the success and well-being of their 
offspring. Most boys and girls, by the time they are suf¬ 
ficiently matured to leave home, have certain proclivities 
fairly well developed and have shown a marked fondness 
for some particular line of work. We do not believe that 
economic conditions and life in general have so altered 
that youth is denied opportunities, or that there will not, 
in the years to come, be the same scope and freedom for 
the gifts and talents of the generation then in its prime 
as have been enjoyed by all since the world began.”—Far¬ 
mers’ Advocate. 


GRACIOUS MANNERS 

The power of manners is incessant—an element as un- 
concealable as Are. The nobility cannot in any country be 
disguised, and no more in a republic or a democracy than 
in a kingdom. No man can resist their influence. Manners 
are very communicable; men catch them from each. 

Manners require time, as nothing is more vulgar than 
haste. Friendship should be surrounded with ceremony 
and respects, and not crushing ihto corners.

ONTARIO HAS A PLAN 

Any province which produces a studied plan to deal 
with the condition of unemployed constructively, rises 
above its sister provinces. The Citizens Advisory commit¬ 
tee of Ontario, has produced some such plan and has pre¬ 
sented it to the Premier. From the Calgary Herald is 
taken the following summary of the situation with sug¬ 
gestions: 

"The seriousness of the transiency problem is proven 
by the following facts, according to the report: 

.(1) The trouble caused to railways and railway crews 
and recurring accidents; (2) the soliciting of rides on 
highways and dangers ihvolved; (3) the practice of pan¬ 
handling, which is increasing in the business sections of 
all larger cities;. (4) begging of meals at residences, 
which is also increasing; (5) the anxiety caused by the 
presence of unknown and unattached men in the commun¬ 
ity; (6) the marked evidence of deterioration, in capabil¬ 
ities and character and the growth of irresponsibility; (7) 
the tendency toward crime offered by indigency, idleness 
and being in a strange community. 

The specific measures for dealing with transient unem- 
' ployed have been summarized as follows: 

1. All applicants or recipients of direct relief be re¬ 
quired to establish residence. 

2. Uniform registration policy for the province. 

3. All persons over 1.8 years of age applying for or re¬ 

ceiving relief be required to carry residence registration 
cards. , 

4. Three months’ residence rule. 

5. Special and systematic provision within the munici¬ 
pal relief system for food and lodging of unemployed 
single men. 

6. Planned work in consideration of relief accorded. 

7. Prohibition of street and door-to-door begging. 

8. Establishment by the province of interment farms 
with programmes of work for those who refuse co-opera¬ 
tion. 

“The above proposals for providing for single unem¬ 
ployed are of interest in the western provinces where 
transiency is so pronounced."'

FARMING EVOLUTION 

A visitor in the office recently spoke of a steady evolu¬ 
tion which is going on in the south-eastern part of the 
province. In certain parts stigmatized as “drought areas" 
Whole sections have been abandoned by homesteaders. The 
great majority of settlers have moved out in disappoint¬ 
ment and disgust. A proportion however, have remained, 
either because they had no choice, or more often because 
they had what is called "intestinal fortitude.” 

These have come under the paternal eye of the govern¬ 
ment, and are now in process of rehabilitation. As a re¬ 
sult, scores of small stock farms are developing in the dis¬ 
trict. It /has been realized that the land is not suited to 
wheat farming as a dependable, year in-year out propo¬ 
sition, and although this was the original intention when 
the area was first settled, there is a change of mind. It 
has been agreed that it is eminently suited for grazing and 
for carrying stock. » 

Numbers of these farmers admittedly down to their 
lowest resources, a year or two ago, have stuck with their 
homes. With a little assistance they are building up nice 
little herds. They are gradually enlarging their grazing 
areas to take in two or three surrounding sections whicn 
are abandoned. And before many years, it is anticipated 
that the whole area will be made up of modest, comfort¬ 
able little stock farms. In a few years these stickers will 
again be on their feet, no doubt quite as well off as those 
who quit for more remote though more fertile country. 
Besides that, this area which had been given a very 
black eye, will have proved its adaptability as a stock 
raising country.

AUTOMOBILES SEEKING BAN ON 

ON THE FARM SUNDAYJTHRESHING 

One Car for Every 2.2 Farm*; Trac- H. R. Presbytery Deprecates Sunday 
tor*. Gaa Engines, Radios, Phones Threshing and Move to Open 
Numerous Elevators 


For fanners, undoubtedly, these 
are stressful times. Markets are bad, 
prices low. Yet along comes the Do¬ 
minion Bureau of Statistics to in¬ 
form us that there are 321,30$ auto¬ 
mobiles on Canada’s 728,623 farms, 
which is one automobile for every 
2.27 farms. The number of cars has 
been doubled in the last ten years. 

Ontario has more cars to the farm 
than any other province, the average 
being one for every 1.63 farms, and 
Quebec has the smallest ratio, the av 
erage being one in. every 5.106 farms. 

Saskatchewan ranks after Ontario 
with one in 2.10, Manitoba 2.12, Al¬ 
berta 2.27, British Columbia 2.46, 
New Brunswick 3.26, Prince Edward 
Island 3.31 and Nova Scotia 3.83. 

The number of farms reporting 
tractors in Canada has increased 
from 43.578 in 1921 GT0T;iT6 in 1931, 
an increase of 123 per cent.; similar¬ 
ly the number of tractors has increas 
ed from 47,466 to 106,059 for an in¬ 
crease of 121.4 per c ent. in the same 
period. 

The number of gasoline engines is 
not available for 1921, but the num¬ 
ber of farms reporting them in 1931 
was 155,655. 

There is one binder for every 1.69 
farms and one threshing machine for 
every 9.64 farms in Canada. The 
number of threshing machines is 
larger in the maritim e provinces and 
Qudbec than in the other provinces, 
probably due to the existence in these 
provinces of the smaller types of 
threshing machines. 

Just a note may be added to this. It 
is that, according to the same author¬ 
ity (Bureau of Statistics), one Cana¬ 
dian farm in six has a radio, one in 
3.11 has a telephone, one in 8.6 has 
water piped to the kitchen and one in 
20.17 has water piped to the bath- 
rooni.

HINDU DELEGATE 
SPEAKS OF CANADA 

Deputy Pres. Indian Leg. Assembly 

Says Indian Seeks to Follow 
Dominion 

In an interview given in the Mon¬ 
treal Standard, Shanmukham Chetty, 
delegate to the Imperial Conference 
from India, gives his views: 

India and self-government were 
discussed. India, according to Mr. 
Chetty, was getting ripe for such a 
move. 

“In this connection we are reading 
the history of Canada very care¬ 
fully," he said. “I think you would 
be surprised to learn how carefully 
we have read Canadian history, how 
you emerged from being a colony, 
through the various governors, and 
all the difficulties, right down to the 
time you had Confederation. 

‘•‘We are very interested, because 
we hope to model our constitution, 
some day partly on Canadian lines. 
We have read, for instance, with 
great interest, Lord Durham’s re¬ 
port.” 

“The trouble in India now,” he con 
tinued, “is exactly what you would 
expect in your country under the 
same circumstances. In the Province 
of Quebec, for instance, the French- 
Canadians have Control of the govern 
ment, because they are in the major¬ 
ity. In Ontario, the Anglo-Saxons are 
in control, because they have the ma¬ 
jority. — 

"India shortly faces the prospect 
of self-government, and this so-called 
struggle between the Hindus qnd the 
Moslems is a struggle for power. 
Both want to have the power when 
they get self-government. That is on¬ 
ly natural, not only in India, but in 
Canada or anywhere else.” 

“There is then no race quarrel be¬ 
tween Mahometan and Hindu?” 

"No—only a struggle for political 
power.” 

Mr. Chetty described Hinduism as 
a philosophy rather than a religion. 

"The belief is that according to the 
life you live in this existence, so will 
you be treated in the next. It all de¬ 
pends on the sort of life you lead 
what you will be in your next incar¬ 
nation, for we believe in re-incama- 
tion. That is what we call Karma. 
In your next existence, you may be 
an emperor or a bug, a beggar or an 
animal.” 

Speaking of customs, the cow for 
instance, is usually regarded as sac¬ 
red. But the origin of its reverence 
is economic rather than spiritual. 

“In the earliest dayrf,” said the 
Deputy President of the Indian Leg¬ 
islative Assembly, "cattle *(pre es¬ 
sential to the farmer, and the earliest 
people were naturally pastoral. In 
order to stress the importance of 
keeping instead of killing their cat¬ 
tle, it is probable that a religious 
I significance was given the cattle.”
